ACCESSORIES ... HOLIDAY SHEEN 


The gold standard rules this season. Bronze & 


pewter are in close competition; one of the 
two are often paired with gold. Metallics 
add glowing details to leather bags. Antique 
& matte finishes are found on bracelets. 
Necklaces are either big & bulky, or look 
like leaves or marbles that have fallen into 
pots of molten gold. Oversized patterned 
shawls are shot through with metallic threads 
& neck scarves go soft & flimsy in light 

gold shot through with bolder touches of 

gold lurex. Wide cinches of shimmering 
leather wrap waists. Narrower leather 

belts sport gold or pewter clasps and 
closings. 


BELTS...Beading, glitter, jeweled stones, metals 


& lots of leathers in wide & narrow widths add 
interest to waistlines. Leather wrap belt 
with gold metal clasp; also wide leather wrap 
belt in gold mesh effect, side closing:
